Lord Kosebery's Contemplated Retire' 
ment May Be Only of a Tem- 
porary Nature. 



Speakership of the House of Commons 
—Bimetallism— The Prince 
of Wales. 

London, Maroh 0. — The poraistent ro 
porta that Lord Rosebery ia oonteDiplatin^ 
retirement from ofiSoe, together with the an 
nounoemont of Mr. Arthur Wollesley Peel's 
intention to resign tho Speakership of tho 
House of Commons, has relieved parliamen- 
tary ciroiea of tho dullness which has pre- 
vailed for the past weeit. 

LORD ROSEBEBY'IR OAPAOITY 
for work is doubted by nobody, bnt|bis fac- 
ulty li'^.a UDquoationnbly been seriously af- 
fected by tho recurrence of insomnia, which 
ia with liim an old complaint, and on a form- 
er cci; ision cnuaed him to refuse to accept 
oliioo. A judioicua eyatem of living baniahod 
the complaint and reecored him to hia nor- 
mal condition. Now overwork and an at- 
tack ot lLflaeDz:k have reprcJuced tho ail 
menta which inoitpaoltated him before, and, 
with the addition of extreme norvousneas, 
ib has become necessary for him to 
take a prolonged season of rest. 
Lord Roaebery's colloagncs, even those who 
before his iUnees were Intenaely hostile to 
him, now lympathiae with him, and one and 
all deoUne to accede to tlte taking of any 
step which would lead to political oomplioa- 
tioni. Even bia politioal enemies, the 
Tories, are dispoged to await his recovery as 
long as the publlo convenienoe will permit, 
Hia phyaioiana cannot expreaa an opinion 
with certainty aa to what period %vill bo 
aufiSairat to reatore bim to health, but 
they are hopeful that a month'a abatinence 
ffpbn work and care will enable him to re- 
sume hia duties. 

TIIK COMMO.VS SPEAKEBSniP. 

In regard to Ibo now speaker, in tho 
event of the intimated resignation of Mr. 
Peel, many surmisoe aro aflMtl and various 
names aro suggested for the snooession. 
Among tho nioso prominent ones are tho 
Right Hon. Campbell 13inncrman, scoretary 
of state for war ; Sir Robert Roid, Mr. John 
MoQlton, Sir Julian Goldsmid and 
the Right Hon. Leonard H. Courtney. 
The loDoiea of the House of Commons to- 
day have bean filled with members to an ex- 
tent very nnoaaai for Saturday, and the 
ancoesaion to the Speakership has been 
almost the sole topic of disousainn. It is 
generally admitted that Mr. Campboll Ban- 
nerman pnseosaes all the requisite qualities 
for tho position, among thom taot, un un- 
varying good temper, a judicially trained 
mind, and long exporlence with tho ruloB 
and forms of tho house, but his grout wealth 
ind tho probabililioa that in tho near future 
10 will oomo to iliB front aa a politioal 
leader make it uetm doubtful that ho would 
accept the ploco. Tho Speaker's aalary of 
£5,000 a year with an ofiiclal re- 
aldenco might be alluring to many 
even moderately rioh men, bub to him 
this compensation would bo no luduooment. 
Neither Sir Robert Read nor Mr. Moulton 
huvo obtained sutllciont Parliamentary dis- 
tinotlon to enable thom to obtain tho place 
and tho peat when it shall become vacant 
really ilea between Sir Julian Uoldemid and 
Mr. Leonard Courtney, though tho latter, a 
Liberal, wos a dtaerterfrom Mr. Gladatone'a 
Homo Rule policy and is intenaely diallked 
by the Radicals, Tbia state of afTaira baa 
boon taken into consideration by the West- 
minster Gazette which in a strong article in 
his favor recommends the ministerial party 
to overlook hia Unionism and elevate him 
to the poaitioo. Of all tho cunlidatoa thus 
far suggested, Sir Julian Qoldsmid really 
has the beat chance of auuceaa. 

<1K0WTH OK nlMETALMSM. 
The currency dt-biito at tho Bankcra' In- 
stiiiito liist Thursday diecloaed tho facta 
that there hud been a very coiiaiderablo 
growth of bimetalliam in tho Institute. 
Hitherto bimetalliam has boon frnwnod up- 
on and bimotallista, too, have boon well- 
nigh oxoluded from tho Institute. For tho 
moment the diaolosuro ia not much diauusacd 
in tho newspapere, but it cannot, remain 
suppreaaod a great whilo longer. Tho J*'co- 
nomiat.referring to the tlociaion of tho Fin- 
ance comniittoo of the United States eenato 
iu recard to the arrangamenta for appoint- 
ing dolegatea to an international money con- 
forenos, holds that the committee's aotion 
ia glaringly premature. Ibe convening of 
auch a conference, the paper aaye, is pro- 
blematic and it ia doubtful whether Presi- 
dent Cleveland will think It judicious to act 
upon the committee's resolution until the 
proposals for a oonferenoe assume something 
like definite shape. 

A lockout of employee in Loloeater ia im- 
minent. The trouble ia dne to a reduction 
of wages, made noooeaary by tho iuQuz of 
American gondfl which aro flooding Eng 
land. Tho Hritinh manufacturers declare 
that their trade will bo gone entirely unless 
tho puyment of lower wagon enables thom lo 
moot tho American competition. 

Reports to the contrary notwithstanding, 
tho Prinoo of Walee in griovoualy ailing 
through some trouble with tho voina in hia 
leg, which hua uBaortod itaolf with provioua 
varicooo manifontationa in his lower limbs. 
Tho varicose aymptoma havo developed very 
much recently. In oonaequonco of his 
trouble it has boon arranged that ho shall 
make a prolonged atisy in tho Riviera. 

Lord Northbourno has left the Liberal 
parly and haa joiuod the Coneervativcs on 
account of tho governmoiii'a advocacy of 
Welah diaestabliahment. Before suoooeding 
to hia preaent title he aat with the Liberale 
in the Commona for nineteen yeara.

Toronto, March 9.— (Special) — Tho

A dispatch from Ottawa says : in view of 
tho refusal of tho U. S. congress to voto tho 
indemnity to asalera ogreed upon, tho Do- 
minion Government ia urging tho home 
authorities to decline to assent to the en- 
forcement of the sealing regulations during 
the season of 1S95 Sir Charles Hibbert 
Tnpper ezpreaaed the opinion that Sir Va\ 
ward Gray ia not oorreotly reported when It 
is atated that he informed the British House 
of Commona that no representations bad 
been reoeived frem the Dominion aa to the 
preaent atate of the Behring sna question.

Ottawa, March 9. — Strong representa- 
tions are being made to tho government in 
favor of holding a sesaioa of the house. If 
the Manitoba administration does not 
bring tho remedial order which the Federal 
government may make boforo the present 
session of tho legislature, the matter must 
go over for a year, as the Dominion govern- 
ment cannot aot until Manitoba aaya yea 
or no. 

The sum of $12,000 will bo distributed 
among the sufiferors by the aooident on the 
Intercolonial near Levis, two years ago. 

Tho Colonial Secretary haa ordered the 
Bermuda auihorities to return the Domin- 
ion Aug seized from a Nova Scotia captain, 
two mouths ago. The Bermuda people did 
not know that Camadian registered vobboIs 
could ily tho red ensign with tho Dominion 
arms. 

Sir Donald Smith haa contribnted Jl.'j.OOO 
to the Thompson fund. 

Tho Controller of Cuatoma Iiao decided 
that electricity gouoralod on tho American 
sido of Niagara Fulls, and conducted to 
Canada, la dutiable twenty per cent. 



THE ISLAND COLONY. 

Nowfoundlaud Sealers Start for the North— 
finsinesB llonsea Being: Wound 
Up in St. Johns. 

St. Johns, Nfld., March 9.— (Special) — 
Twenty atoamers, two less than last year, 
Bailed to-uay to engage in tho seal fiahory. 
They take as thoir crows 1,000 men from 
dillorent parta of tho island, and the seal 
fiBhery, if auoocaeful, will in about 
throe weeks give employment to 5,000 more 
men, and thua help to tide ovor tho hard 
timea which weigh ao heavily on tho colony. 
GladncBB la felt everywhere ovor tho island 
at tho proapoot of a good Boal Qehory. 

Tho banks will not aooopt any oompro- 
mlue from firraa indebted to thom, and are 
winding up buoinesa houaea all ovor tho city. 
Five cf tho largest moroantilo houaea hero 
wore cloBod to-duy in oonaequonco of this 
roloni lesa policy. Ono house olfnrod to pay 
70 cents on tho dollar, but tho olTer was ro- 
fueod. There ir. groa- indignation ovor 
thcao harsh proceedings, which entail tho 
abutting out of at least 7,000 moro mon to 
join the already great crowd of unfortunates 
here on tho aearoh for broad. The Boston 
relief oontributiona are doing an immense 
amount of good. 

FRANCE AND VENEZDBLA- 

No Diplomatic Bnptnre Between the T\no 
Conntrlea Likely, 

Paris, March 9. — Mr. J, R. Nunoa, 
oonsul-gonoral of Venezuela, has reoelvod a 
telegram ofliolally informing him of tho ex- 
pulsion of the French and Belgian niiniBti.Tri 
from Caracoaa for purely personal aotiona. 
Upon receipt of tho telegram Mr, Nunes 
had an Interview with M. Hanotnux, min- 
later of foreign aflairs, and inaistod that 
there shotiid be no diplomatic rupturo be- 
tween France and Venezaela. 



Tlie Kaiser Desires to Help tho Farm- 
ers— BiBmarck StroDff and 
CheerfiU. 



Berlin, March 9. — The committee on the 

Anti-Soclallat bill la near tho end of ita 
labors. Its wo.-k satisfied nobody. The 
bill ia BO defined that oven within tho com- 
miteeoa proposal looking to tho withdrawal 
of tho measure is pending. Tho Tageblatt 
aaya that the Radical deputy Lenzman haa 
prepared a motion oaloulated to shunt iho 
bill at tho second reading, and that this 
motion ia likely to find favor with tho com- 
mittee. Should tho motiou bo adopted tho 
govornmonb would probably drop tho meas- 
ure. There is no doubt that tho bill haa 
been regarded by tho deputies aa aomothing 
of a boro. In the lobbiea interoat in tho auo- 
coaaivo olausoa has waned ao rapidly that 
few poraona now take the trouble to Burmiao 
just what the outcome in committee will be 
or in what spirit tho government would ao- 
oopt a dofcat in tho plenary aitting of the 
reichatag. 

Politioal Interest has been centred mainly 
this week in tho programme of the Prusaian 
council of atate. The council's programme 
covers five days exoluaive of Tuesday, tho 
day of tho formal opening. Tho discasslons 
will be devoted to agricultural and cognate 
questions. The piopoeala for state moaopo- 
Uos of the trade in cereala and alcohol, for 
tho better proteotion of tho beet-root sugar 
industry, for the regulation of the curreuoy, 
and for the control of rural omigratioa will 
be the chief topics. 

In his " Freislnnige" Zeitung, Eugene 
Richter, the radical leader, aaya that the 
oonnoil haa been called not to encourage the 
agrarian aapirationa, but to squelch them 
with gentleneaa and firmness. The agrarian 
leaders, who have been very suspioioaa of 
the Emperor aince he disappointed them at 
tho Brandenburg diet dinner, are chiding an« 
der the reports that they are to be humilia. 
ted again. 

Herr Von Ploetz, president of the 
Farmers' leasno, said in a speech in Magde- 
burg this week : " We certainly wore led 
to believe that tho government would 
change Ite policy and do everything to aid 
tho Buffering farmers of the empire. Since 
Ur, von Boettioher, aa tho governmeut's 
spokesman, stood before tho Reichstag and 
glorified Count von Caprivi's commercial 
policy our eyes have been opened. We 
know now where the government atjanda. 
Wo know that if any change bo made we 
must help ourBoIvea, Tho meeting of the 
council of atato promieoa ua little or nothing 
for, when we consider the political tenden- 
cies of the majority of that body, oven the 
moat sangnane of ua cannot txpoct any good 
results," 

Horr von Plootz's unfavorable view of the 
council of state is due to tho fact that the 
28 experts, summoned to esaist in its coun- 
cils and debates, do not inolude all the most ~ 
oonapiouous agrarian agitators. The 
agrarians had expected to control the ex- 
pert testimony comploted, and were atnazed 
and disgusted when learning that the other 
side would be heard too. 

In conversation with tho U.P. correspond- 
ent this week, Dr. Mlquei, miniiter of 
finance, diacnaaed the proapeot of the finan- 
cial plan now before the reichatBg. 

After remarking that he woaid net give 
an interview, bnb merely expreaa hia viewa 
of the aituation, the Finanoe Minister aaid : 
" I am afraid the tobacco tax bill will not 
pass, because the oentre ia again doubtful. 
Some confusion haa arisen in the ranka of 
the coalesced government supporters, owing 
to tbo Interpretation given to the Emperor's 
words at tho dinner of the Brandenburg 
diet. Tho Emperor did not intend at that 
time to convey tho idea that the ri jeotiou of 
Count Kanitz'a grain monopoly was a foro- 
iinne concluaion. On tho contrary, Hia 
Majeaty dcHirea that tlio exporters should 
find Count Kanitz'a propoBtvl poaaibie and 
praolicablo, that is in cano it doea not favor 
one cluaa at thu expeuao of tho other. 

"Tho Emperor's uttoraoeca at the Coun- 
cil of State will ahow tho farniora that ho ia 
deeply in earneat in hia doalro to help them. 
Tho preua oonimonta on tho aituation cer- 
tainly have bren rather unfair. Above 
ovorythiog tho lOmperor moans to bo just to 
all claanca of hia subjoota. If tho tobacoo 
tax bill bo defeated another tax bill will be 
introduced despite the protests of Bivaria, 
aa another moanaofobtainingrovenue. Anew 
bill for the taxation of spirituoua liquors ia 
boforo the Federal council. This bill tends 
to fix a limit for tho great (liatillcrioa, while 
ib will etrengthcu the middlo-aizsd and small 
distilleries. It will inoreaso tho export of 
spirituous liquors from Germany^and thua 
lay part of the tax burden on foreign con- 
aumers. Aa to the government's geooral 
poiioy, Dr. Mlqnel remarked : It ia a di w 
take to call the ministerial oourae a zig-K«g 
one. The Emperor and hia ministers are 
quite clear as to the policy they are follow- 
ing. Their oourso ia ateady, although the 
government's intentions are misroproB<.'nted 
in auch a manner as to confuse outsidora." 

Herr Ptluogor, who hoe charge of tho 
Btudonta liiamarck demonstration in Fried- 
richaruhe, returned from tho Saxon foreata 
yesterday. Tho prlnco invited tho students 
in the committee to take luncheon with him 
and was in high apirita IhroiiKhout tho meal. 
Ho looked atroug and vigorous, Btooil oroct 
and was hearty in hia munuer. Hln face haa 
grown much fuller in the la«t ninnth and 
tho wrinkles aro lesa noticeable. Ilia only 
apparent ailment waa a face aobe which ho 
tried to keep down by ooiiBtuntly rubbing 
hia jaw.

Washington City, March 9.— The in- 
oreaao of the enliatod force of the navy by 
1,000 men, os allowed by oongrosa, will, !t is 
estimated at tho department, ulTord tho 
meana to put in oommiasion five ships which 
have been lying idle at the navy yard. 
These are the Boston, which has been out 
of oommlaalon at the Mara Island navy yard 
for nearly a year meanwhile undergoing ex- 
tensive repairs; the armoured cruiser Maine, 
built at the Now York navy yard, but never 
in service; the double turrateid monitor Am- 
phritite, begun away back in the Chand- 
ler administration and only recently fin- 
ished at the Norfolk navy yard; the Lan- 
caster, a man-of-war with honorable re- 
cord, tranaformed at the New York navy 
yard laat fall for a school ship, and the 
Marlon, which waa repaired at the Mare 
Island navy yard laat summer after long 
service at tho China station. The addition 
of tho Boston and the Marion to the Pacifio 
station will greatly aid tho department in 
its efforts to provide a suitable tloot early 
next Bummor for service in the Behring sea 
patrol. 

Secretary Herbert has promptly taken up 
the programme for an increase in the navy 
provided In the bill signed tho last day of 
congreea, and the machinery of the navy de- 
partment for laeuing deaigoa and speclfioa- 
tions has already been put in' motion. Of 
the eleven vessels authorized tho Boorotary 
is determined that at least nine shall bo 
completed and oommissioned during his 
present term of otiioe and that the other 
two will be launched before March 4, 1897.

MRS. (iUANT'S VIEWS. 

To THE Ei.'iroR ; —Numerous quastiona 
having bei'n abked in regard to tho opiniona 
of tho different candidatce on mattera re- 
lating to our public 83hoola, I thought a few 
words on tho subject might not be out of 
place. On Thureday lust I attended Iho 
nomination, prepared to exproea my views 
if required ; but there was no opportunity, 
Id la the all but universal opinion that 
mDthera should assume their share of tho 
responsibility in the training of their chil- 
dren. The question if, ahould lliia reaponal. 
bility bo oontiood to the home 'i Miny aeem 
to think it should. Thty think a woman 
must neglect her home dudies if shotakoaan 
active Interest in public attJtirs ; but as tho 
children's education and development (,'o 
beyond tho homo, does not tho mother's 
roBponsihility also ? Should it not la all 
matters, meatul, moral ai d p ys!ca', bo as 
far-reucoing as possible ? It \a to accom- 
plish this the more eiBoiently that 
woman is knocking to-day at the door 
for admission to tl^e sohool board. 
Long ago she found ber way to this position 
in the Eastern part of the Dominion, In 
Bosland and in the United States. That 
she has given aatlafaatloo, I may safely say, 
or she would not be re-elected, as she haa 
been, on almost all boards where she haa 
once had a seat. 

Tho latest subject that has been agitated 
and discussed, both by the school board and 
tho teachers, has been the reduction of 
salaries. When we want efliciont work 
done, whether aa individuals or aa a cor- 
poration, we hire the very beat workora In 
the lino of work in which we are engaged, 
and coiiaequonily pay tho beat price forlr, 
and in the important work of educating tho 
children wo must pay tho teachers adequate 
ly or else get inefficient work. I think, 
too, thu aeoretiry'a report proved conclus- 
ively that Victoria's staff of teachers re- 
ceive none too large talariea in comparison 
with teachers In other places. 

I am In full sympathy with the introduc- 
tion cf singlDg in the eahools ; but whether 
this b lard haa the means to employ a special 
teaohor for that purpose, or whether one 
teacher In each sohool should make this hit 
or ber tpecial work, I am not prepared to 
i*y, not being sufficiently conversant wUh 
the financial affairs of the school board. In 
regard to the oompnlsory payment of tho 
high school fee I should, rather that les- 
sen the efhoiency of our echools, favor charg 
lug pupils over sixioen years of ago. In the 
education of the children of our city, as in 
all other questions, I favor the strictest 
economy consistent with efficiency, but do 
not believe in increasing the taxation of the 
a'ready overburdened taxpayer. In con- 
clusion I beg to state that if elected I shall 
no to my dutiea with a inlnd open to con- 
viction, and If arguments are advancd 
which have not presented ih^mselvea to ii>u 
I ehall endeavor to honestly weigh thtm 
and according to my best judgment auc 
thereon.

NOT UNIVERSALLY APPLWABLB. 

It was Sir John Micdonald who said that 
there were people in Great Britain who 
made a Boperatition of free trade. Tboy 
appear to tbink that beoanae free trade baa 
10 a certain extent been BnooesBfal in that 
country it mu«6 Deeeasarily be suoaessful 
everywhere else. They oannot bring them 
eelves to believe that tho trade policy which 
iruits a country at one stage of its exigtence 
may be most nnsnttable to it at another 
stage, or that the oommereial syatem wbioh is 
advantageonB to one oonntry may be, and 
ia, ruinous, or next to rninouB, to another, 
The oxperiunce of the world is loab upon the 
economic bikjota. They boo oountrici pros 
pering under a protective tariff ; they can 
not deny the proaperil^, bat nothing can in 
duoe them to admit that It is due to the 
protection (;iven to native Indnatriea. If 
the laws of trade were as unbending as some 
froe tradore would have people bellevo them 
to bo, thbro ia not a country either in Europe 
or America, or in the southern bemiephere, 
that would not have been ruined long 
ago for they have all violated 
and kept on violating the laws 
which British free traders consider essential 
to commercial well-being. France, Ger 
miny, Auatria, Italy, Ruaala, the United 
Statee, ('anada, tho Australian colonio? and 
the South American Hopublica have all, to 
a greater or lees extent, acted on the policy 
of protection to native industry, and they 
have all enjoyed a fair and in some oasea 
more than a fair Bha:% of prosperity. Intel- 
ligent men in many of tho places 
wo have named maintain thiit tho 
inhabitants of countrioo in wliluh tho 
lodustrioB have been foatored are 
better o£f, man for man, than those of free 
trade Great Britain. There are those, too, 
who hold that if England waa in tho same 
pneitlon relatively to otlior oountrioa in 
Cobden'a and Peol'a time aa it is now their 
oyatem of trmlo would have been modified 
to suit tho ciroumstanooa. 

Tho theory that every country aliould 
adapt its trade policy to its ulrcuniitancoa 
has had many advooatea in Canada. Among 
the most eminent of them is the Hon. Wll 
fred Laurior. In 1876 ho aaid in Parliament, 
" I am a moderate proteotioniat. If I wore 
in Groat liritain I would avow free trade, 
but I am a Canadian born and roaldent here, 
and I think that wo require protection." 
Twenty years ago Mr, Lanrier did not believe 
that the laws of trade were onst-iron 
laws which muat bo the same in ovory coun 
try and in every oge. Ho then held that 
Kngliah free trade, however advantageoua it 
might 1)0 to (;reat liritain, waa not auitod 
to a notv country like Canada, whoao indue 
tries needed to be protected and fostered 
He was then, to use his own words, " i 
moderate protectionist." He was a few 
years afterwards something more than a 
moderate protootionlat. Ho was prepared 
to accept the high protootionist United 
States tariff in order that Canada might en- 
joy the advantage of nnraatrioted real- 
procity with that country. Now he has 
ohapged again, and ia an advocate of I'^ng- 
lish free trade for Canada. There wcro a 
good many stops in tho political waltz, and 
now when tlio gay danoor stops to tuko a 
lest he finds that his baok is turned to tho 



system whioh he onoe so gracefully and so 
sincerely admired. For our part we be- 
lieve tiiat Mr. Laatier waa einoere in 1876 
and In 1801, aud that he is now ooqnetting 
with free trade 2'0iiv jyasser le temps. 

GHANOB FOR GHAHOB SAKE. 

Wo ore told that thoro are peraona in this 
oonuimnity who talk of oppohing the Gov- 
crnnieut bocauso tlioy w.int a ohacgo. " Tuo 
Conservatives bavo been in power long 
enough," they say ; " it is time we had a 
change." These people are surely not in 
ourotist. If they took time to consider for 
miMneut they would have to admit tho do- 
aire for change merely for tho sake of 
change ia very unroaaonablo. If a traveller 
ia on the right road, no matter bow tirud he 
is or bow tame and monotonous theaoenery, 
he does not take the wrong road merely for 
the sake of a little variety. 

Many of theae people who are now 
asking for a change wore a little 
while ago strongly of opinion that the 
Government were on the right road. 
Ihey approved of the policy whioh the Con- 
eorvatives had establiahed, and although a 
few of them might have found fault with 
tho aota of men connected with the Govern- 
ment, they believed in tho policy of protec- 
tion as Btrongly as ever they did. The hard 
times that bavo come upon us havo not been 
caused by protection, for the prevailing de- 
pression baa done aa mnoh harm in Great 
Britain aa it haa done anywhere else. Is It 
a little childish tc demand a change 
buouuae hard tiinos, whioh ovory ono seoo 
the Government did not bring about and 
whioh they are powerleas to avert, have 
oome upon us t Tbo stringency from whioh 
we in this Dominion are suffering is every- 
where, and although unpleasant enough and 
h'^rd enough to bear, goodness knows, it haa 
not done ao much harm to ue as it has to 
many of our nolghbora. 

What would be thought of tho shipowner 
who would talk about discharging ono of his 
captains just when he had brought bis ship 
safely Into port after a dreadful atorm, in 
whioh many ships had been lost, merely be- 
cause some damage had been done to the spars 
and bulwarks and lomo property had, by 
the violence of the waves, been washed off 
the deck 2 He would be regarded by all 
Bonaible men aa a blind and oaprioious fool 
who did not know how to tteali a good man 
when he had him. A judicious owner 
who know how to estimate a man 
at his true worth, would value 
Buoh a captain highly and would 
not allow him to leave his employ on any ac- 
count. He would gladly repair the damaged 
ship and raise his wages before he sent him 
on another voyage. 

The present government la in a position 
similar to the sea captain who by skill and 
courage had eucorssfully weathered a furious 
hurricane. Tho storm which has disturbed 
the business world and is still disturbing it, 
has bsen the most severe that It has experi- 
enced daring the last fifty years. The good 
ship Canada has anffered less from its fury 
than almost any other country, This shows 
that she waa In a seaworthy condition and 
that she was skilfully navigated. She is 
still riding out the storm securely while 
other ships have been fearfully damaged 
This is not surely a time to 
discharge her gallant captain and 
bis brave crow. They have in 
a time of danger and trial dono their duty 
manfully and havo therefore a special claim 
on tho gratitudo and tho goodwill of those 
who are concerned in the eufoty of tho ship 
To talk of sending them adrift alter they 
have done the ship and its owners that such 
good service for no better reason than their 
employers would like a change Is the very 
aome of foolishness. 

There can bo no i|ue8tion that tho govern- 
ment doaorvo credit for having brought tho 
country through a period of extraordinary 
oonunerolal distress and disaster with ao 
little injury to any of its interests. Canada 
does not owe her immunity from ruinous 
loaa to mere luck. Sho muat have been 
a good condition to stand the strain and 
Btress to whioh uho haa been aubjootod. That 
the time of danger found her in this good 
condition is without doubt owing in great 
part to the way in whiob her publlo afTairi 
have for the last sixteen years bsen con- 
ducted by the party of progress and protec- 
tion. 

TEE PROPER OOURSE. 

Tho resolution of the eloctora of .South Vic 
toria not to oppose the return of the Attor- 
ney-General is in accordance with the prao 
tlce in England and in most of the largo col- 
onies. It has been found that to oppoae tho 
election of a member ol a (loverumont whioh 
is supported by a majority of the pnople of 
tho country haa thi appearance of faotioua- 
neaa, and does not often aooomplish tho ob 
jeot Intended. It is a very weak Govern 
ment that cannot find a constituency for the 
Minister who has been rejected 
when ho appoala to the olectore 
to confirm hia appointment. Tho rejected 
member is returned to Parliament 
by tho now constituency. He continues In 
the Ministry, and the government of the 
country goes on exactly aa if the Minister's 
faret conatituoncy had glvon him a majority 
after his appointment. So unroaeonable 
doea tlio appeal to tho constituency after tho 
appointnicut of i\ now Minister now appear 
'that thoro are Uritiah statOBinen who advo 
cato itH being done away with altogether. 
Wo arc glad to see that the electors of 
South Victoria take a sensible view of 
tho situation and propoao to elect the Hon. 
Mr. Kborts by acclamation. 

They are entitled to tho greater 
credit for this, as aome of them 
have a gtlevanoe. They are not 
pleased because the Provincial Government 
has not undertaken to oompensate tho 
ownora of cattle which havo boon killed, to 
prevent tho spread of luboiouloeia, for tho 
losa thoy had auatalued. Wo Bympothiso 
with the owners of tbo animals tbat hare 



been slain for the good of the public. They 
are, In our opinion, clearly entitled to com- 
pensation. It was simply an oversight 
that provision was not made In the Do. 
minion Act for compensation for animals 
killed booauao they were afftctcd with 
tuboiculosia, which ia now known to be in- 
feotloug. Tho principle whiob underlies the 
law whiuh gives compousatiou for animals 
ki led ' to prevent the spread of other 
icfectious diaeason, nibkos it fair 
to give oompenaation to the own- 
era of aniniala killed beoauso tlioy ore 
sufforiDg from a diaeaso even moro danger 
0U9 to the public. This being tho oano, we 
cannot help thinking that whon tho proper 
roproacntutiona aro made to thu Dominion 
GovernmoDt) stepa will bo taken to make it 
lawful to oomponaate the owners of i'.iniula 
killed to prevent the oprtiad of oonBump- 
tion among human beings. The equitiun of 
tho case, as far as we can see, arn all on 
the side of the owners of the miloh cows 
killed in South Victoria and elsowhore. 



A WHOLESOUtE LUSSON. 

Tho nice little follows who have boon re- 
peating thuir political ebonomy lesaona In 
tho Times must havo been dreadfully 
ahockod to read what Mr. Trac^y aaid at 
tho South Victoria meeting. " A good pro- 
tective tariff," that sturdy eleotor s!t:d, 
" would enable foundries, fjtotorioa and 
other industries to be started here, but ho 
beliovod that without u protootivo tariff the 
farmers would starve before tho next four 
yoara are out," Tho farmers and other pro- 
ducers who had studied political economy in 
tho hard but effective school of exporionco 
appluud.'d Mr. Tricoy'a strong state 
n ent. Will tho eoonomiats who fro 
(juont tlie Times oflioo undertake 
to teach tho Saanioh farmers that thoy are 
all wrong whon thoy favor protection to 
their Industry, and that it would bo for 
their interest if the Britiib Columbia 
markets were glutted with the cheap farm 
produce, live stock and meat of Oregon and 
WuBhington. They would, wo rathe r fancy, 
find the tusk a diflicult ono. It would re- 
quiro more olcquouce than tho most ilucnt 

ator among them possesses to persuade the 
producers of the South Victoria district that 
it ia their duty to tuako martyrs of them- 
selves in order that Yankee farmars may 
grow fat on tho earnings of British Col- 
umbiana. Tho opinions expreaatd and on- 
doreed by tho farmers of South Victoria are, 
wo are convinced, those that are held by the 
groat majority of the farmers of the pro- 
vEnoo.

Material to Ose In 
Victoria. 



S|)Lit Cedar Blocks on a Sand Foau- 
datiou Would Make a (iood 
Headway. 

Now that tbo proposed paving of tho 
streota In tho centre of tho city is before tho 
public and Aid. McLcllan's by-law on tho 
aubjeot will soon bo considered by the 
council, tbe opinion of an export In street 
paving will no donbt be oi interest to the 
intelligent ratepayer. Mr. Charles Far- 
quhar, a Toronto contractor, who has beau 
n the city for u couple of daya a guest 
It the Dominion hotel — on hia way 
to San Francibco, haa for many yeara been 
engaged in laying ntreut pavements of 
varioua kinds in Toronto, Djtroit and 
various cities in Caouda i.uJ the United 
Sralea. He haa had largo contracts in 
Toronto for wooden block, tiatdialt, vitrified 
iriok and grauito block paving, and tliore- 
foro C.U1 apeak with authority on thu 
aubjoct, ila hulieveii wooden paving 
I'l tidinirably lulaptoil to tho .ilrootu 
of Victoria unci that split cedar 
hlocka from live to twelve inohco 
long and six inchta thick would bo pmfer- 
ttblo to round bhicka. Tho former, having 
straight sides and ends, will knit together 
inoro closely than tho round blocks, which 
leavo holca where they oomo together. A 
concrete foundation, Mr. Farquhar con- 
aldera a uaeleaa expenae in a climate auch aa 
thia ; and he prefers to lay the blooka in 
sand because they can bs better pounded 
down to level. When the blocks are laid, 
lino gravol ia apraad over them and the 
gravel ia well pounded Into the cracks. 
This makea a aolid lasting pavement the 
life of which can be guaranteed for fivo 
yeara. Tho aand foundation gives a batter 
setting than any solid substance, a 
plank foundation being particularly 
objeotionablo as It ia apt to spring 
and in time looacn up tho blocks. 
In Toronto, Chicago and Detroit the paving 
deacribcd has boon found eminently aatla- 
fuctory. Asphalt, Mr. Fartjuhar aays, U 
not no:\rly ao aorvicoablo, ua wot woathor 
haa tho elFeot of gradually rotting it. If tho 
gravel spread over tho block pavement la 
mixed with lime, the elleet ia to preaorve 
the wood und kei'p it " aweet '' aud in good 
condilioa. Vitrified brick Mr. Farquhar 
oonaiders tho heat pivemenb of all, hut it is 
dearer than the wooden blooka. He rooom- 
mends lh»t on tho part of a stroob set apart 
for a cab stand vitrified hrick or granilo 
should bo used, tbo tote ditliod to the centre, 
with a culvert to wash down to the aowor. 
For a block pavement tho street ahould have 
a crown of from 8 to 1 inches, accord lug to tho 
width of tho roodway, tho latter figure be- 
ing for one sixty foot wide. In laying tho 
split cedar pavement it is eeaontial to have 
dry weather, ao that the aand foundation 
may nob be affected. A street such aa Qov- 
eramenb etreet could be paved from end ta

POLITICAL PROSPECTS. 

Ul. Darin, U. F.'s. Opinion in Regard to tbe 
Oateome of the Dominion Kleciloua. 

N. F. Davln, M.P., aeen at Winnipeg by 
tbe Nor'- Wester and asked if he had any- 
thing to state on the political situation or 
otherwise, said : As to the first question 

you put to me respecting tho political fool- 
ing in tho Eist I think many people horo, 
to use a phrase very much in vogue, havo 
been talking through their bat. Nothing ia 
more natural than that the death of a Prime 
Minister, under any circumstancca, should 
give riao to fears on tho part of thoso he led, 
and hopeful anticipations on tbe part of tho 
Opposition. This ia tho more natural when 
tho demise of the Premier, aa in the case of 
.Sir John Thompaon, Is tho third decapitation 
which within a brief period tho Con- 
ocrvativo party has aufTered. ThI-i ia 
a country of hmg distancea, and it ia 
oivpy in Manitoba or the Northwest or 
llritiah ('.)lumbia to make confident aascr- 
tionn respecting opinion In tho h'.aat and 
with oomploto immunity from authoritative 
refutation at lea-jt at tho time. When 1 
went Kiiit an engagement and friendly rola- 
tioao led me to visit Toronto.^ I waa thoro 
a week, and I left Toronto after having soon 
mon from every part of Ontario aud apoken 
with all the loading politiciana, convinced 
of two things, tho reason for which it is not 
necessary and it might bo boyond mo to 
probe, namely, that tho Conservative pirty 
would, if an election took place, carry On- 
tario with a large majority ; and secondly, 
that the Conaervative party baa been 
strengthened in Ontario by the leadership of 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell. Thence I went to 
Ottawa. There I aaw men from every part 
of Western Ontario, and the oonviotlona 
Impreaaed on me in Toronto were deep- 
ened and fortified by what I heard at 
tho capital. I met) men from Qaebeo, tbe 
former capital of Canada ; from Mon- 
treal, from every part of the great 
French Canadian provinoo, Frenob Con- 
adiana, Eogliah Canadians, business mon, 
politioiana, and 1 camo to the conoluaion 
that the inforencns I had formed boforo I 
left the Norlhwost us to tbo Gallico-Can- 
adian province were sound ; and thoae In- 
feroncoa were that Mr. Laurior had no hold 
on his native provinoo and that hia trip 
westward had affected him eeriously in tho 
oast. In that provinoo if an election took 
plf.co to-morrow Mr, Laurler and hia friends 
would ho nowhere. My opinion on tho 
lower provinces roots nob on the avmo 
foundotlon. Aa regarda Ontario and Quo- 
hoc I have boon enabled to oximinn every 
aourco whouco aid could bo had in funning 
a judgment. Ao to Nova Scotia, Now 
B.-unswiok and Prince Edward Island tho 
opinion I hold ia baaed on assuranona from 
loading fricnda who oro in a position to 
judgo. Nova Scotia and Now Brunawlok 
will give a majority for tho Consorvativo 
party. Prince Edward laland will in all 
probability be unanimonsly LiberaL

A dollhouso is a great pleasure to 
Httlo girls, and even boys do not dis- 
dain to play with one if "the other 
boys" aro not too noar. Much satisfac- 
tion can bo extracted from a honioniado 
one, a largo box with vertical and hori- 
zontal partition forming four rooms. A 
curtain is hang in front, and tho little 
housekeeper is as happy furnishing and 
arranging it as if it were one of the 
costly mansions with glass windows and 
real doors which aro out of tho roacli of 
ordinary pooketbooks, says a writer in 
Ladies' Hom,o .lournal. Everything that 
is necessary to furnish a liuusn can bo 
procured in miniature, from lamps for 
tho drawing room to mops for tlie kitch- 
en. Tuhs, wringer and washboard for 
the lannilry, a revolving clothoshorso 
and clothespins leave no excuse for tho 
existence of soiled linen.

now to X>ropeTl7 StranKthen Them and 
Onln SxpanstTcnoBS In tho Hands. 

A writer in the London Lancet gavo 
not long ago a detailed account of 
gymnastic training for tho strengthen- 
ing of the fingers, his theory being that 
the weakness of tho ring or third finger 
is not a mechanical defect to begin 
wit]], but a physiological one — that is 
to say, that it is not due to the coniiec- 
tiou of the extensor tendon with that of 
the littlu linger, and souietinies also 
middle linger, but to want of develop- 
ment of tho muscles acting upon the 
ring finger through want of use, in early 
life, so tlnv; it thus falls a long way be- 
hind tho otlier fingers, not excepting the 
little finger, iu strength. 

The editor of The Eitnde, in oriti- 
cism of tho foregoing, says: Every device 
wliich works from tho outside inward 
is of more than (juostionablo worth. No 
exercise should bo worked at long 
enough to prodncn much if any fatigue, 
for when carried to tho point where tho 
members aelu) it may ho taken as a sign 
from nature that harm is being done, a 
warning to desist until the parts can re- 
cuperate by a rest more or less protract- 
ed. A far better form of strengthening 
tho weak lingers is to practice tho Ma 
son two Bngor oseroiso, that demands an 
accent ou tho second tone of tho motivu 
with a snapped under linger, the (luiok 
snap furnishing exactly tho exercise nec- 
e.ssary to develop strength, and witli tho 
increasing strength will come on, as 
much to bo desired, improved Hexi- 
bility. 

For gaining a wider expansion noth- 
ing is so good as playing tlio arpeggio 
of tho Diminished Seventh for one oc- 
tave, holding each key down as long as 
possible until the finger is wanted to 
strike its key again, playing l)oth up 
and down. It greatly incretises tho value 
of this exorcise to ohango the notes as 
given in tho XV changes by Mason in 
tho volume devoted to arpeggio playing, 
volume 8. A very little gain of oxpan- 
sivonoss iu the hand largely increases 
tho easo with which chords ;uid octaves 
can bo clearly played. It is liko a fan. 
Tho fraction of moveiuout at tho joint 
is multiplied at the extremity. What- 
ever the hand gains from tlio exercise 
of i(a own mu.solos by direct act of its 
inner nerves, muscles and tendons is a 
gaiu of value, but when outside appli- 
ances are used tho hand is as liable to 
got barm as permanent good from their 
use. 

DreHsinc a Flotrerpot. 

Iloro is a now wrinklo in decorations 
from American (Tardening: 

To make a flowerpot presontablo for 
tho tablo or drawing room stand, make 
for it a petticoat of plain silk, of tho 
color of tho blossom of the plant or in 
leaf green. Tho silk should be half a 
yard in lengtli for a smallish pot — long 
enough to tvlhiw for both cutodgesto bo 
turned back an inch tmd a half to form 
a rulllo or frill, and wide enough to be 
tastefully full. When theshira at both 
top and bottom are drawn around the 
pot, to form a puff, usually two widths 
of silk not overwido aro recjuircul. If a 
rubber cord is used for the drawstrings, 
the "puflf" adjusts itself smoothly and 
Kungly to tho pot. The frill at both top 
and bottom can be made wide or narrow 
to suit the taste of tho maker. Of course 
the toilet of tlie plant, trimmed and wa- 
teiipd, should be made before the silk 
cover is put ou.

Sodalist Blot In France-Protestants 
Mobbed in Bnl^aria by Ortho- 
dox Greeks. 



Bxtenslon of Haitian Rt'bellioii-Gs- 
car Wilde's Libel Suit— Aniev- 
icau Beef Abroad. ' 

London, March 9.— In the Spanish aonate 
Marahal Martinez de Campoa oongratulated 
the goverument apon Its aobivity in dis- 
patching roinforcomenta to Cuba. The vic- 
tories already won by tho troops on the is- 
land, ho said, ehowed tliat all danger waa 
piEocd, bub ho thought a largo furce would 
ba needed to preoerve order and prevent fu- 
ture oatbreakg. He urged that the Separa- 
tist leaden bo treated with the ulimosl 
aeverity. Hin poaimonta upon C»pC»in- 
General Callejas' oonduot were very oompli- 
'mentiary. 

Sooblista, headed by Lagono baurc, went 
to the Church ol Notre Daius at t,'li"g'i»ni 
court, Franoe, on Thursday, insulted the 
preacher and came to blows with the 
jvorshippors. The police were called atid ao 
hour passed btfote tho riot was subdued. 

During religicua sorvioBO at a Protcst'^nt 
church at Lompaniz, Bulgciria, the building 
waa invaded by a mob of members of tho 
orthodox Greek church, who assaulted tho 
worahlppera, tore up tho prayer books and 
completely wrecked the interior of iho 
church. Several Gorma^a and iiiu'rioana 
wafe seriously Injured duricB the disturb- 
anco. Americano are under British protec- 
tion. 

The buBt of tho lato Peter Pedpath was 
ahipped from Liverpool to-day. It is 
destined to be placed in the library of Mo- 
Glll university. 

The St. Jamofl' Ga/.etto aaya it is rumored 
that Earl Rosobory will seek rtst and health 
by resigning his office, which he ia unable 
to hold without friction. 

The hearing of the libel suit of Osc:ir 
Wilde against the Marquia of Queenaberry 
was held to-day. Wilde gave his name as 
Osoar Baogor O'Flaherly Wills Wilde and 
said be wan an author and dramatist. A 
letter from the Mai(|uis was submitted by 
Wilde'a solicitors oontaiaing other libels. 
The lawyer foe the Marquis deolared that 
his client had merely exercised a father's 
privileges in seeking to proteoc his son from 
Wilde. The Matqula took the stand and 
ftdmitted writing the postal oard on wbiob 
the proceedings are based and said he did it 
CO brirg matters to a bead as be had been 
unable lo see Wildo otberwiae. The Mar- 
quis was formally committed for trial. 

The revolution in tho Rspuhlio of Hiiti, 
begun in the north, haa extended to the 
south. Haitian oiileu who have been living 
in Jamaica waiting for a chnoco to over- 
throw Hippolyto are prepuring to leave. 
The Haitian minister of war. General Adel- 
eon Vereno, has fled to San Djmirgo. This 
makes two memhora of the cabinet who have 
deaertod Preaidont Hippolyto, Finance Min- 
ister Fouohard being tho first to go after u 
bitter quarrel. Tho public treasury ia 
empty and tho President is unable to raieo 
money by loan. A dispatch from Havana 
says that General Garraoh defeated tho 
rebels at Loa Negros, capturing their camp 
and a quantity of arms. Five rebels were 
killed. 

The Tiniea oorreEpondent in Paris says : 
Mr. Euatis, the United Stites amhaeiador, 
has presented an energetic protest against 
tho ordpr prohibiting imports of American 
beef. He affirmed that not a single case of 
disease had been noted either when the 
cattle were embarked or landed in France. 
Tho United States thinka the prohibition ia 
a purely protective meaaure, and the ques- 
tion of diaeaae waa raised because it alono 
woaid jnatify the prohibition. 

A Madrid dispatch from Havaoa says 
that Joaquin Pedrosi Carlos and Jorge 
Agnirre, conspionoaa membera of Matsgaa' 
insurgent band, have surrendered to the 
authorities. Malaga and M^tas aro tho 
only conapicuoua members still at largo, and 
they probably will be ciplured soon. 

There waa an imposing ceremony at San 
Remo, Italy, l^at evening upon tho occasion 
of the depiir. uro of tho remaina of tho late 
Grand Duko Alexia Michaelovitoh, second 
couein of tho Czvr of Russia, who died on 
Saturday, for St. i'deraburg. HevoriU iron- 
clads which were in the harbor flow tho 
Russian und It^jliun IUrs and (ired (juartor- 
minute guna ae the c.irte;;o proceeded to the 
station. Thoclinrch bnlla wore tolled, tho 
shopa were clcBod, and the atreot hvmpa 
were draped with crepe. The cortege was 
escorted by dotiichments of Italian aoldiera 
and Bailors, and waa followed by Bovoral 
members of tho Ruaaian Iinporiul limily, 
tho foreign ropreaentativea, and all the 
municipal oHicora and ataio oliioiala, includ- 
ing King Humbert's repreaentativea, in tho 
neighborhood. Dense crowdci of peoplo 
lined the streets. 

Marquis Barardi, president of the board 
of iunaoy, who waa iieaten by a Inaatio yes- 
terday, died this morning. He was inspeot- 
ing an insane asylum in tfaesuburba of Rome 
yeaterday when a ianatio attacked him. 
The attendants were not on band and the 
senator was thrown to the floor and terribly 
beaten before help arrived.

CANADIAN CATTLE SHIPMENTS. 

iCxporters Considerably Kxclted Over the 
Begnlatlons Becently f aased at 
Washington. 

Toronto, March 9.— (Special)— Canadian 
cattle men aro much exercised over the re- 
cent regulations made by the Washington 
authorities governing the shipment of Cana- 
dian oattio through the United States In 
bond. Heretofore Canadian sheep could 
be ahipped from any American port, whilu 
all the American porta were dosed against 
the shipping of Canadian oattio. Now sheep 
can bo shipped only from Portland, and the 
aame port is open to Canadian cattle- Local 
dealers aay it will praotioally kill their ex- 
port trade,

LAUY ABERDEEN. 

Her AddroBB iit tho Meetlii^f of DplceiUes to 
the Women's Council at Waalilnjiton. 

The Women's Council, which tho other 
day closed ita two weeks' seaaion in Waah- 
ington, liatoned in the closing hours to an 
ftddrces from Lady Aberdeen, wifo of the 
tiovernor General of Canada, and president 
of tho International Council of Women. 
After a gractful rcforenco to tho honor con 
fcrrod upon her by her election to tho pre- 
sidency of the international council, Lady 
Aberdeen spoko of tho growth of tho 
women's movement all over the world, and 
aald : 

" As an illustration, I may bo permitted 
to use my own council, that of Canada 
Our org.^nizition in some ways diiTora from 
youra. Lut I may say that in thia and in 
all the other councils, apreading from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, wo have tho moat 
repreaentative women of every nationality 
<tad ix\ b, VVa have received the greatest 
asatatanoe frorA goV«rnme&t ffGoers, the 
olergy and soientiSo men. I think you mr>y 
well be proud ef tho work being done by 
the Canadian council. It is supposed, I 
know, that it ia chit fly for woman suffrage, 
but the ajopo ifc broader than that ; ony or- 
gan'zition, Eutfeago or anti sullrage, may 
join. The truth is, wo desire to represent 
in our councils every phase of activity and 
cnonghb, that all may »6rk togflvher for thg 
universal applio^tion of the golden rule. 

"Thewomtnwho havo taken up this 
work are those who bolibve implicitly that 
homo ia woman's mission. There are those 
who have learned by experience that aelf- 
eaorifioe ia the moat glorioua crown of hu- 
man work. In point of religion, we are all 
united by the common bond of tho Lord'a 
prayer, wbiob opens all tho sessions of our 
couDoils. Those of you who know the wide 
divergence of religion in Canada oinnot fail 
CO see wh«t ia the significance of the coun- 
cil's work in this. Oat of our disoassions, 
of oonrse, have come common aotion. The 
election of women on «ohool boards, the in- 
troduction of manual training in schools, 
public libraries and assooiated charities 
work have ail 'been taken up In the past 
year. 

" But now the international council idea ; 
how about that ''■ 1 believe it will come to 
great things, becauae those who havo taken 
hold of it aro imbued with the certainty cf 
success. Id this body tho widest sympathy 
and freedom is oasontial, and each national 
council must develop on its awn national 
lines. As we come into touch with this in- 
ternational work wo are surprised, and our 
horizon is widened, to see by how many and 
how diverse roada our Father is leading all 
his children toward the light. There are 
difficulties in the way of this work. Mia- 
undrratandlngs will occur and mistakes will 
be made, both aa to tho perfection and the 
imperfections of those who work and of 
those who merely stand by and criticise. 
Kuc in the light of our already wonderful 
experience we would be thankless and in- 
credulous not to believe in the ultimate tri- 
umph of our work." 

GING MUBDBE raiAIi. 

fliirry llayward Convicted and Sentenced to 
Be Uanged— A Bemarkably Cool 
Cnatomer. 

Mi.vNEAJ'OLis, Minn., March 9. — For 
some time court and jury have been engaged 
with the trial of Harry Hayward. charged 
with the murder of Miss Ging under the 
moat cold - blooded circumstances. The 
prisoner waa cold-blooded to the last, and 
before the court assembled the day the case 
was concluded placed a bet of $10 that a 
verdict of aoqaittal would be reached Inside 
of two honra. At the annoanoement of the 
verdict every eye waa turned to- 
wards the condemned man, but there 
was nothing in his face to indicate that he 
had heard a word of it. He threw hia head 
back as the word " guilty " was pronounced 
but it was only to adjust hia collar band. 
He did not change color by a single shade. 
Twice he coughed — that strange, hard, 
metallic cough that has baen heard ao 
often in tho laQt few weeks. Then, look- 
ing oround at tho crowd, ho raised hia 
eypbrowa enijuiringly aa though to aak 
" What ne.xt?" During the polling of the 
jury ho liatuiied with evident inlereat to the 
uuewers, thnuf-li what thoy might bo could 
aignify nothing to him. Tho expression on 
hia face was one of indignation rather than 
liny other eentimont. As ho left the court 
on bin way to jiil one ol those present 
called, " Good-bye, Harry, old boy ; you're 
a dead duck." "Not yet," aaid Hayward 
loud enough to be beard in a radlns of 
twenty feet,. '* not quite a dead duck yet." 

ECLIPSE OF THE MOON. 

Tho Chief Astronomical Event of the Uonth 
To'Day (Snndayl. 

There will bo a total eclipse of tho moon 
thia evening which will bo the chief an- 
troDomical ovoot for tho month- While 
eolipsea of the moon have neither the 
scientific nor tbo popular value which 
belongs to cclipsoa of tho sun, they are 
always noted with intoreat. Unlike total 
eclipees of thu aun which often require long 
journeys for tho cbgervers, an eclipse of the 
moon can bo aeen from oil parts of tho oarth 
whore tho moon itself ia visible at the 
time. Tho ocHpao is well placed for 
observation. Tho moon ia at ita nearest 
point to tho earth on tho day provioua, so 
that It passes through tho conical shadow of 
tho earth at a point nearer the base than it 
aomotiincB does. The cross section of the 
ahudo'.v ia more than one degree and iive 
-Tiiuuteu in diameter, or nearly three times 
that of the moon. 

During the total pharo while the moon in 
passing across the shadow, the moon will 
be seen as a dark ruddy bail of uncanny 
appearance, totally unlike its usual hril 
liant disk at full moon. Tho explanation of 
tho faot that the moon is not wholly in- 
visible ia that it is faintly iiluminatod by 
aunlight refracted into the shadows by the 
earth's atmosphere, The atmosphere ub- 
sorbs the bluer rays more than the red, as 
ia ahown by tho ruddy color of the sun near 
Bunaet. and thus the tint of the moon ia red 
when in the shadow. Astronomera take ad- 
vantage o! lunar oolipsea to measure the 
heat given ofT in minute quantity by the 
moon, and to obsorvo oocultationa of stars. 

The moon will bo about 221,000 miles 
from the earth. Tho shadow oast by our 
planot will bo about) .^,800 miles in thick- 
ness. At tho middlo of tbo eclipse tho 
moon's center will approach to within about 



500 miles of tho nentor of tho shadow. Tho 
eclipse will bo total on a grand scale, the 
magnitude being 1 02. 



STANDARD OIL COMPANY. 

Charge That False Bntrles Had Been Hade 

In the Lcdeer— A Recriminatory 

Accusatlou. 

New Vouk, March 9. — The auit brought 
in tho Supreme court by Mrs. Caroline E, 
Gerty against tho Standard Oil Co. to 
recover $278,000 out of which she alleges 
that she wtta defrauded by the company, is 
in active, preparation for trial. Mrs. Girty's 
husband waa cashier of tho company. Ho 
waa charged with embezzling §278,000 of 
the company 'd money, and to make tlJa 
alleged embezzlement good property to tho 
amount was turned over by Mrs. Girty lo 
tbo company. Girty died two years ago 
leaving a letter in which ho declared his 
innocence and also averred that Mr. Rooke- 
foller had ombczzlod §157,000 from tho com- 
pany by moans of making or causing to bu 
made false entries in the ledger. This letter 
was accompanied by a atatement in 
Qirty's handwriting purporting to bo 
a compilation of extraota from the ledger. 
George H. Vilas, formerly auditor for tho 
company for many years, in the course of bis 
examination admitted that the memorandum 
left by Girty corresponded with the entries 
in tho ledger, which he teatified were in 
Girty's handwriting. After the examination, 
counsel for Mra. Girty aaid the objeob in 
getting tho lodger in evideuco is, when the 
case cornea to trial, to havo tho books of tho 
subsidiary companies, mentioned in the re- 
8or7? fund account, produced in court. Ho 
declared tha'' ho waa confident those booke 
did not contain c'»rrcBponding entries, which, 
being shown, will prove that the ootries in 
the reserve iund account, mentioned In the 
complaint, are bogus and fraudulent. 

SE&LE&S' CLAIMS. 

Sir Bicbard Wohiter Questions the Govern- 
ment as to tho i'rcBent Fosltiou 
of tho Matter. 

London, March S. — Sir Richard Wobotor, 
one of tho British counsel before tho Behring 
soa tribunal of arbitration, questioned the 
government regarding tho negotiatlonB for 
settlement of tho British sealers' claims. 

Sir Edward (!roy, parliamentary aeorotary 
of the foreign office, said Canada had agreed 
to accept a lump sum of $425,000 
from the United States, but as yeb 
the money bad not been paid. No 
representationa, however, had been re- 
ceived from Canada on the aubject of 
the refnsei of the American Congress to 
agree to the appropriation. Sir Edward 
added that negotiationa which were origin- 
ally in progress respecting all clalma of 
British subjects for injuries sustained at tho 
hands of United States oruieera wore sua- 
ponded when tho United States ofFerod pay- 
ment of a lump sum. He alao said that 
Secretary Gredham had expressed deep re- 
grot at the unfortunate delay which had 
taken place in disoharging tho ob- 
ligations of the United States. Tho 
right to resume theae nogolions 
was conditionally reserved. When tho 
House of Representatives rejected the pro- 
posed appropriation, tho British govern- 
ment instructed Sir Julian Pauccefoto, the 
British ambassador at Washington City, to 
strongly urge tho resumption of the nego- 
tiations upon tho United States Secretary of 
State. Tho latter said ho was quite pro- 
pared to resume negotiations immediately. 
A convention, however, when signed, would 
have to bo submitted to congress for oon- 
firmation, and unless a special aessioa of 
congress waa called that could nob be done 
until December. 



BIVAL CABLE SCHEME. 

Contemplated Kutcrprlae of the United states, 
Bnsala, France, Japan and 
Hawaii. 

Washikotok, March 9. — A project has 

been brought forward by which KuBBla, 
Franco, Japan and Hawaii will, it ia con. 
tempiated, join in an enterprise for laying a 
oible from the United States to Hawaii and 
thence to Japan, with branch cables 
to the Frenob Islands and extensive 
naval atationa in the South Pacific. 
A number of conferences have been 
held with tho oiliciala of the 
Japanese legation here, and aevoral phases 
of the subject are under negotiation bo 
tween Tokyo and Waahirgton City. It ia 
probable that live or six of tho nioet in • 
fluontial and wealthy Japaneao morchanta 
will bo named among the Incorporators. 'I'ho 
chief interest of Franco ia in aocuring cable 
connections with Tahiti and her other I'a- 
ciflc possesaiona and with her naval rendcz 
voue, which ia now cut off from oommuni- 
catioa. 

Russia's intorcsls in the project are r«- 
g irdod as even more Important than those 
cjf Japan or France. Russia's communica 
tion with tho Western hemispboro is now 
eastward through London or Paris. 
The Russian Imperial family already 
have a cable from Vladivoatock, tho 
easterly point of Siberia, to Japan, 
so the new line would give Rueaia through 
cable communication eastward instead of 
through London or Paria. Hawaii is alao 
interested in the enterprise, aa ahe regarda 
it as a practical realizition of her efTorta to 
communicate with the outer world.
